He is a citizen of the Chinese Republic. Subject has resided in 
the United States since September 3, 1935, except for brief periods.

Subject was educated at Chia-Tung University, Shanghat, China, 
the Massachusetts Insti tute of Technology, and the Cali fornia 
Institute of Technology.

From 1943 to 1946, he occupied the following positions at that 
School: Assistant Professor of Aeronautics, Associate Professor 
of Aeronautics, and Chief of Research Analysis Section, Jet 

Propulsion Laboratory. From 1946 to L949, subject was employed 


Propulsion Laboratory at Galtech. Ihe Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
tS engaged in highly secret research Jor the Armed Forces. He 
assumed this employment in July, 1949.

RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 


On August 2, 1950, Eos Angeles advised that William Zitsch, 
General Manager, Aerojet Engineering Company, had informed that 
office that subject intended to depart from the.

On the same 
date information concerning subject was made available to the 
Inni gration and Naturalization service.

AS noted in the purpose,of this memorandum a search made 
by Customs on August Gl, 1950, revealed that subject was planning 
to ship letters and books to Communist China and that these letters 
and books were marked restricted and confidéntial. 


Los Angeles also advised that Customs was consulting 
with the United States Attorney at Los Angeles on August 28, 
1950, to obtain authority for seizure of the books and papers 
under the Export Control Act. It will be noted that on August 
62, 1950, a representative of OIC, Department of Commerce, 
telephonically advised the Bureau that instructions had been 


given Customs to seize the possessions which subject had intended 
to ship to China. 


On August 22, 1950, the Atomic inergy Commission telephonically 
adutsed that they had received information concerning the search 
Jrom therYest Coast representative. They stated that no classified 
atomic energy information had been located among the possessions 
of subject which had been ezanined as of that time. 


On August £3, 1950, all available details concerning the 
search were made available to the Department and the Department 
was advised that the Los Angeles Office had been instructed to 
secure full details concerning the search, a listing of all materig]

He planned to return to China himself as a result of having been 
denied clearance for further access to classified material by the ; 

He has until recently been employed as a ~- 
consultant to the Jet Propulsion Iaboratory at Caltech and as a 
Goddard.‘Fellow in the’ Aeronautica} Research Laboratory at Caltech. 


As you are also aware, the facts of.this case were 
presented to the United States Attorney at Ios Angeles on August ‘Bly 
The U.S. Attorney advised he would await further opinions”on the 
classification of the documents prior to authorizing a complaint. 
The facts are to be represented’ to the U.S. Attorney upon the 
completion of an examination of ane documents by Armed Forces .

ADDENDUM 


At 2:15 P.M. Supervisor Foley of the Liaison Section 
advised that Mario Noto of the Central office of INS had now 
telephonically requested Bureau clearance to interview Jacob 
Dubnoff and Gustav Albrecht, both of whom have appeared as government 
witnesses in the perjury trial of Sidney Weinbaum. The reason for 
this request is apparently due to the fact that reports furnished 
INS regarding subject reflect that Dubnoff, Albrecht, Weinbaum 
and subject were all members of Professional Unit #122 of the 
Commnist Party at Pasadena, California, from 1937-1939. Albrecht 
has advised the Los Angeles Office he can furnish no information 
regarding subject and Dubnoff has never cooperated with the Bureau 


. but testified only after being threatened with contempt. Dubnoff 


and Albrecht are not Bureau informants but were also interviewed 
as ex-Commmists in the Weinbaum investigation.

INTERVIEW WITH SUBJECT 


fhe subject was interviewed on June 6, 1950, 
June 17, 1950, and June 19, 1950, by Bureau agents. During 
the interviews he denied ever having been a CP member. 
He also denied that he was ever solicited to Join the CP. 
He admitted that he formerly subscribed to the "Daily 
Peoples World” because the paper was the only one which 
took @ sympathetic position toward China. He denied 
knowledge of any CP activities at Caltech. He expressed 
a@ willingness to cooperate during any additional interviews 
that might be desired. 


RESIGNATION FROM CALTECH AND CONTEMPLATED DEPARTURE QR CHINA 


On June 16, 1950, OSI informed that the subject 
resigned from Caltech in order to return to China. Investi- 
gation determined that the subject had booked passage for 
China by boat, which was scheduled to leave the United 
States on August 29, 1950.

ESPIONAGE ACTIVITIES 


On August 21, 1950, the Bureau of Customs, Los 
Angeles, Cal tforniad, seized several hundred books and papers 
that were being shipped by the subject to himself to 
ps ot China, via Hong Kong, China. The shipment consisted 
of 1000 pounds in etght packing cases. The docunents consisted 
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of technical data on nuclear research, rockets, and Jet 
propulsion. Many of the documents were stamped "confidential" 
or "restricted." Several were stamped "secret." In all, 

36 of the documents had classification stamps at the time 

of the attempted shipment. : 


. All of the documents were examined by interested 
Government agencies and it was determined from these 
agencies that at the time of the attempted shipment, nine 
of the documents were classified "restricted" by the Air 
Force. All others were no” longer classified. 


PROSECULTIVE ACTION 





The facts concerning the attempted shipment of 
the documents were. presented to the United States Attorney 
at Los Angeles on August jl, 1950, and on September 15, 
1950, for possible prosecution of the subject for @ 
violation of the espionage or related statutes. Prosecution 
was declined. On November 10, 1950, this matter was again 
presented to the U.S. Attorney of Los Angeles, California. 
At that time he stated that the case presented only a 
technical violation of the espionage statute and lacked the 
necessary element of provable intent. He further stated that 
undoubtedly an acquittal would result if @ trial were 
attempted. He declined prosecution for a violation of .the 
Theft of Government Property statutes. 


ACTION BY INS 





On August 23, 1950, the subject was served 
with notice by INS forbidding his departure from the 
United States. - : ‘ 


On September 6, 1950, the subject was arrested 
by INS under the provisions of the Immigration Act. 


On September 20, 1950, the subject was inter- 
viewed by INS at the request of his own attorney. 
Representatives of all other interested U.S. Government 
agencies were present, including the FBI. During the inter- 
view the subject again denied that he had ever been a member 
of the GP. He stated that he never had any direct or indirect 
knowledge that his name ever appeared on CP records and he 


me 
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never possessed or saw any CP membership card bearing his 
name or alleged Party name. He stated that his desire to 
return to China was because of the tllness of his father 
in Shanghai. 


On September 29, 1950, the subject was released 
on $15,000 bond pending disposition of deportation 
proceedings against him by Immigration authorities. 


DEPORTATION HEARINGS 





Deportation hearings convened on November 15 and 
16, 1950. During the hearingg subject was questioned 
concerning his CP membership, which he denied. The subject 
stated he. never attended CP meetings to his knowledge. He 
admitted he visited the Weinbaums, Dubnoffs and Frank Malina 
at their homes. He stated that during these visits others - 
would be present on occasions but to his knowledge the 
gatherings were not meetings. The subject further stated 
that in retrospect, he now believes the gatherings could 
have been meetings of the CP, but he was not cognizant 
of this fact at the time of the gatherings. The subject 
stated he desired to travel to China to see his aged father 
who was ill. The subject was asked if he féit he owed 
allegiance to the Nationalist Government of China. He — 
replied that he owed allegiance to all the people of China 
rather than any established government. He was asked if 
he would bear arms for the United States in a war against 
fed China, He first replied that he could not answer such . 
@ complex question without adequate consideration. He 


. was pressed for an answer and after some deliberation stated 


that he would have to decide on the basis of what he believed 
was best for the people of China. 


Deportation hearings against the subject were 
reconvened on April 7 and April 16, 1951. During these 
hearings the subject admitted that he was interested in 
Communism, probably because he,was a citizen of China, where 
Communism is "quite an issue." He stated that his interest - 
in Communism was exploratory only, and he was neither favorably 
nor unfavorably disposed toward Marxist theories. The 
subject was questioned as to whether he had knowledge of 
CP memberships of others in Professional Unit 122. The 
subject replied that he must base his answer on fact alone, 


and he had no such facts concerning the possible CP membership 


of any individual. 
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All of the individuals named herein as members 
of Professional Unit 122 of the CP were made available to 
INS for testimony at the deportation hearings and they so 
testified, according to their afore~stated remarks. 


SECURITY INDEX 


Subject is not presently on the Security 
Index.

The office of the Secretary of Defense by letter dated June 6 ; 

1955 furnished the Federal Bureau of Investigation a photostat of a memorandum 
concerning the results of an interview by that office with Dr. FREDERICK Ce \ 
LINDVALL on May 27, 1955 regarding his previously furnished bond for Dr, TSIEN, 

which contained the following information: . 


- . 
Shortly after Dr. TSIEN's arrest in August 1950, Mrs, TSIEN 
and the wife of a California Institute of Technology (CIT) graduate student 
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visited Dr. LINDVALL, The graduate student and his wife were friends of the 
TSTENS and the graduate student's wife gave Dr. LINDVALL $15,000.00 in cash 
and requested him to arrange for the bond. She told Dr. LINDVALL she pre- 
ferred to have him make the arrangements since she did not wish it generally 
known among her husband's graduate student colleagues that her husband was 
married to a woman who could advance that large a sum of money. Dr. LINDVALL 
respected this confidence and purchased the necessary U. S. Treasury bonds. 
As the purchase price was slightly above the face value of the Treasury 
bonds, Dr. LINDVALL personally made up the difference and acted as surety 
for Dr. TSIEN's release. As far as the Immigration and Naturelization Service 
was concerned, this was Dr. LINDVALL's money. 


When the bond was renewed on February 10, 1953, Dr. LINDVALL 
again made the arrangements personally. An Immigration and Naturalization 
Service official handed over the U. S. Treasury bonds to him with the 
Suggestion that he clip the coupons which had matured. This Dr. LINDVALL 
aid, returning the same U. S, bonds to the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service official to renew Dr. TSIEN’s bond. Besides the bond, the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service also placed Dr. TSIEN on parole custody, 
requiring him to report in to the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
office once a month and to inform Immigration and Naturalization Service 
if he planned to leave Los Angeles County. With the clipped coupons > 
Dr. LINDVALL recovered the money he had advanced when he first purchased 
the U. S, Treasury bonds and turned the rest of the proceeds over to the 
graduate student's wife, 


Approximately two years ago, this lady's lawyer drew up a 
document, which Dr. LINDVALL signed, identifying the U, S. Treasury bonds 
as belonging to his client. In April 1955 the bond was cancelled after a 
court decision in another jurisdiction held that bond and parole custody 
could not both be required for an alien. Dr. LINDVALL recovered the collat- 
eral, He turned over the U. 5S, Treasury bonds to the lady's lawyer and 
received a receipt, 


Dr, LINDVALL is willing to make this receipt available for 
the record, He is also willing to identify the lady who advanced the 
$15,000.00 in cash for Dr. TSIEN's release, if such disclosure is deemed 
necessary, The lady's husband is currently employed at the University of 
California Radiation Laboratory (under AEC contract) at Livermore, California, 
and has not been in the Pasadena area for about three years. 


Dr. LINDVALL mentioned two other items of interest about 


Dr. TSIEN. 








(1) In recent conversations on plans for the Guggenheim 
f Jet Propulsion Center, CIT, where Dr. TSIEN is currently 
fi employed as Goddard professor, Dr. TSIEN has repeatedly 
indicated to Dr, LINDVALL that he feels himself an un- 
welcome guest in the United States and that he and his 
family will return to Chine as soon eas they are permitted 
to do so, 


(2) As Goddard professor, Dr, TSIEN lectures on basic princi- 
ples of jet propulsion, keeps currently informed on the 
open literature in the field and writes papers which are 
published in the Journal of the American Rocket Society 
and similar journals. Dr, LINDVALL volunteered that some 
of these publications would, if performed under Government 
contract, be considered and marked as classified informa- 
tion, 


At the close of the interview, Dr. LINDVALL reiterated the 
position he previously made clear in a meeting with him on January 27, 1954. 
The Inmigration and Naturalization Service deportation hearings, he stated, 
were closed and no CIT representatives were permitted to be present, The 
information on Dr, TSIEN made available to his responsible academic superiors 
is not sufficient to enable them to reach reasonable conclusions concerning 
the charges made against hin.

On June 19, 1953 an assignment agreement was drawn up between 
PAULINE RIEDEBUR » the assignee, and LINDVALL, the assignor, by the lew 
firm of Barrick, Poole & Olson, 708 North First Street, Pasadena, California, 
This, he added, wes done for the protection of Mrs, MILLS, 


On May 11, 1955 the U. S. Treasury bonds were returned to 
Mrs, MILLS through her attorney, Dr. LINDVALL made available a receipt 
executed by Attorney JOHN DEAN BARRICK. 


LINDVALL added that he hed not personally solicited the money 
for the bond, but that he had respected the confidence of Mrs, MILLS by not 
disclosing the information of her identity to Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, He stated also that MILIS is presently employed by the AEC Laboratory 
at Livermore, California, , 


LINDVALL advised also that TSIEN expects to leave the United 
States during September and has advised the cOllege of such plans. He was 
unable to furnish information which pertained to the TSIENS' immediate plans 
after returning to China other than joining their families.

TSIEN, after contacting the office of Dr. CHARLIoNPSSNER,. Endocrinologist 
—22North Hudson, Pasadena, California, on September 12, 1955, appeared in 

person the same day to see Dr. POSNER. TSIEN appeared at POSWER'S office 

tightly clutching an overstuffed briefcase which he would not set down. 

According to T~1, TSIEN announced himself in a loud voice calculated to be’ 

overheard by POSNER who immediately appeared and. invited TSIEN into a private 

office where they conferred for some fifteen minutes,

After this, TSIEN left the office still carrying his briefcase. 
According to T-1, POSNER appeared to be extremely agitated for two or three 
days following this visit. : 


; An hour after TSIEN'S visit, POSNER left the office telling his 
secret he had an unexpected meeting and would have to cancel the remainder 
of his day's work, T-1 indicated that Dr. POSNER evidently had not charged 
TSIEN for this office call and therefore assumed that their. discussion 
involved personal business, This fact, coupled with POSNERtS agitation and 
T~l's knoviledge, through the press, of TSIEN'S impending return to Communist 
China, caused T-1 to assume that TSIEN and POSNER were possibly engaged 
in some conspiracy involving the security of the United States.

On September 16, 1955, SAS WILLIAM G. CARPENTER and FRANCIS D,. 
COOLEY interviewed Dr. CHARIES POSNER, 99 North Hudson Avenue y Pasadena, 
California, concerning his knowledge of TSRIN. 


Dr. POSNER stated that about a week previous to September 16, 1955, 
Dr. TSIEN came to his office at 99 Narth Hudson Avenue, Pasadena, on a 
professional call. Dr. TSIEN said that he had received a prescription from 
his father, who resides in China, which he was trying to have filled. 
Dr. POSNER examined the prescription and ascertained that it was written in 
the Chinese language except for the English word "Testerone!, 





It appeared that TSIEN had been to a local pharmacy and they 
desired that a physician authorize the prescription before. they 
prepared the drug. It was for this purpose tnat TSIEN called on Dr. POSNER. 


In view of the fact that this is a common drug and not harmful 

or poisonous, Dr. POSNER validated the prescription Sa TSIEN. 
at 

Dr. POSNER said that he may have net, ISTEN OA One previous 
occasion as he has been treating lirs. YIN-CHENAESIEN since May, 1954, as 
a patient. lirs. TSIEN complained of bronchial trouble which may have been 
caused by smog irritation and on one occasion Dr. POSNER recalled making 
a house call at the TSIEN residence. Dr. POSNER said that he may have met 


TSIEN on this occasion, but it was strictly a professional call and he 
obtained no information concerning TSIEN at that time, 


E. H. ERICKSON, pharmacist, Horton and oe Eee Pharmacy, 599 
Hast Colorado Street, Pasadena, California, advised, A he had checked his 
records for the week preceding September 16, 1955, and failed to locate a 


record that Dr. TSIEN had had any prescriptions filled. 


ERICKSON said, however, that he recalled that Dr. TSIEN had come 
into the pharmacy about ten days previous to September 16, 1955, and had

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attempted to have a prescription filled which was written in the Chinese 
language. ERICKSON said he could not remember the details concerning this 
contact, but did not believe that TSIEN returned to have the prescription 
filled after this initial contact, 


At approximately the same time on September 16, 1955, HSUE-SHEN 
TSIEN was interviewed by SAS WILLIAM J. McCAULEY and ROGER S. C. “0LCOrT 
in the vicinity of 512 Nest 6th Street » Los Angeles, California. Although 
apprehensive at first, TSIEN maintained an amenable attitude throughout 
this interview. He stated he had been in Dr. POSNER'S office from about 
11:15 a.m. to 11:30 asm. on September 12, 1955 to have a prescription 
validated so it could be filled at a pharmacy in this area before he left 
for China. He stated that the prescription had been written in Chinese 
characters by a doctor in China and therefore was not intelligible to the 
Dharmacy he had contacted. Since the prescription contained the word 
"Testerone' in English, this was sufficient information for Dr. POSNER to use 
in making out a prescription which could be filled in a local pharmacy. 
TSIEN advised that this medicine was a hormone compound required by his 
father in China. 


TSIEN said he had knom Dr. POSNER for about three years, not 
socially, .but only as his wifets physician. Mrs. TSIEN had received treat~ 
ments from Dr. POSNER for a thyroid condition. It was, TSIEN'S recollection 
that he had been referred to Dr. POSNER by FRANK EARL’ MIRBLEx- Ca ioe 

anes, enaemntanariane- 


TSIEN stated that he has never been approached by anyone, occidental 
or oriental, in this country to furnish information to China a@ any other 
country concerning the national security or defense of the United States. 

He further said hé had not known any of his scientific colleagues to have 
been contacted in! this regard, 
} 


TSIEN was asked whether, on the eve of his departure from the 
United States, there was any information concerning his own past activities 
or other information relating to the security and defense of the United 
States which he might have withheld in the past but would now divulge. To 
this, TSIEN Said that he had never withheld anything from the United States 
authorities and therefore he had nothing of this nature to divulge. 


Concerning his alleged Communist Party membership, TSIEN said 
he would have to still deny any such connection. He stated, however, he 
could not dispute written records 9 Such as the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service had once submitted, as evidence indicating his registration in

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professional unit No. 122 of the Los Angeles County Communist Party in 
mid-December, 1938. TSIEN said he had testified fully and openly and had 
no reason to change any of his former testimony. 

The Communist Party has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 1050. 

TSIEN stated he entertained no animosity toward the United States 
and recognized that he had, in many ways, been a victim of circumstances, 
He acknowledged having many friends in the United States and claimed he 


_ Would never permit his own uncomfortable position to alter his friendship 


for these individuals or for the American people as a whole. ns 


Wha TSIBN indicated his sympathy for the Peoples! Republic of ‘China 
resulied from his personal belief that Chinese Communist policies were i a 
resulting in concrete benefits to the’ Chinese people. Iiis sympathies -for the 
Chinese Communists did not necessarily stem from his approval of Communism 
as a philosophy or way of life. 


TSIEN said he had no specific position awaiting his return to 
China although he expected to find work in the teaching field. He admitted 
that whatever he did would be under the complete’ sérutiny and control of 
the Chinese Communist authorities. His first destination would be 
Shanghai where his father now lives. 


T~2, who has furnished reliable information in the past » advised 
on September 1), 1955, that TSIEN haa been assigned cabin 308 on the 
3S President Cleveland sailing from pier 15h, Wilmington, California, at 
4300 p.sme, September 17, 1955. According to T-~2, TSIEN had 35 or 36 
pieces of baggage to be inspected by the United States Customs at 9:30 a.m.

As the vessel cast off and stood into the channel, TSIEN, his wife and two 
children, were observed and photographed by SA RCGER S. C. WOLCOTT as they 
watched from the port rail of the Ship. Dr. FRANK EARL MARBLE and an 
unidentified male companion were observed by SA “IOLCOTT on the dock waving 
as the ship moved into the channel, 


T-2, also present on the dock on September 17, 1955, advised that 
ISIEN had expressed bitter disappointment that only Dr. FRANK E. MARBLE and 
one other man from the California Institute of Technology had come to see 
him off and hence a proposed Shipboard farewell cocktail, party had been a 
complete failure.

He had bought 
his ticket to travel from Canada to Hong Kong, and handed his luggage 
and books to a packing and transport company for shipment. be 
However, 2 days prior to his departure from Los Angeles, he suddenly 
received a notice from the U.S. Immigration Bureau,.similar to that 

issued by the U.S. authorities previously illegally detaining each and 
every Chinese-student in the United States who expressed a desire to return 
to the Fatherland. In open violation of international law, the U.S. 
authorities refused to let him return to his Fatherland, threatening to 
tppose penalties and fines on hin. ; 


At that time, the: luggage and books which Chien Hsueh~sen had asked the 
packing and transport company to prepare for shipment were searched by the 
U.S. Federal Bureau of ‘Investigation,. Two daya late, the U.S. Maritime-

authorities could not even give any reason for such an outrageous act,

This 
great call of Chairman Mao was issued at an expeditious moment, for we 
ny face the second industrial revolution. In other words, we are now on 
#12 eve of the second industrial revolution. As we all know, the-cane 
‘uribution “to -the methods of production made by the first industrial 
revolution in the 18th century is the use of mechanized power to replace 
manual labor and draft animals. As a result » productive-pcwer has * 
increased by leaps and bounds. 


Let us pause to think for a moment: A modern lathe or loom requires scores 
for several hundred housepower. for its operation. A unit of horsepower is the 
“maximum power one horse can exert 3 LOO hourspower, .therefore, means 100 
horses. Without mechanized power, a large group of horses would be needed 
to put a lathe or loom into operation. And here, even if we could solve 

the problem of feeding the horses » we nevertheless could not manage to herd 
thousands of horses into a workshop. In the light of scientific technology, 
this is the true meaning of the first industrial revolution: the boosting 

and concentration of dynamic power. 


| What, then, is the second industrial revolution? It means the complete 
{automation of ths process of production, using automatically. controlled» —.++: 
machinery step by step to replace all manual labor and partially replace 
noncreative, nonmanual labor. We have (renovated?) some partially 

automatic machinery; some autoniatic lathes have been read justed to provide 
“automatic control of specific tools to produce finished goods from raw 
materials without manual labor. However » this is only the automation of 

one machine; the transferring of semifinished products from one machine 

to another must still rely on manual work.

Of course, I have oversimplified the question. Questions of production, 
however, cannot be completely solved simply by Linking up rows and rows 

of machinery. Who is ‘to Supervise the supply of raw materials? Who 

is to see whether certain machine tools need to be changed or not? 
Normally, a machine must stop ope-ation for several minutes for the 
replacement of edged tools or as a result of a breakdo.m; in the mean~ ‘ 
time the conveyor belts keep on conveying semifinished products from 

one machine. ta another. Who. is..to.take wharge -of«suech-relatedumatters?* 
A defective conveyor bélt may sometimes result in a piling up of 
Semifinished products on ofie machine, Who is to slow down the conveyor? 
This shows that linking Up ‘naciinery can only eliminate manual work but 
cannot solve the need for shop supervisers and production managers in 

the factories. 





To operate an unmanned factory it is necessary toc control. and concentrate 
the production processes in onv center. In this center there are numerous 
meters of various types indicating the performance of each and every machine. 
On the basis of the readings of these meters, the brain of the center~-~ 

the electronic computer--will automatically indicate whether the tools or 
conveyor belts of a certain machine should be changed or slowed down 

or accelereted; whether a varticular machine in a certain shop should be 
stopped or put into operation. The controlling order will then be relayed 
to various machines to enange their performance. What an unmanned factory 
needs, therefore, is not only the automation of machinery, but also remote 
control techniques, as in the operation of an electronic computer. In 
other words, an unmanned Factory calls for the control of machinery several 
hundred feet way and requires a brain for the machinery which reacts 
accurately. . . so“ 


Remote control techniques and the electric computer, though developed only 
during the past 10 years or so; are making tremendous strides. We are 
positive that the conditions exist for us to develop unmanned factories, 
Then, not only manual labor, but also nonerzative, nonmanual labor such 

as supervisory work, accounting, and calculation, will be replaced by 
machinery. This is the method of production in the Communist state.
